SOUTHWEST LEADS IN . . . . 


RAILROAD ENTERPRISES 


Railroad construction and ex 
tension work appears to be as 
actively in progress in the South­ 
ern states as in any other section 
of the country. 
It now is ques­ 
tionable if that country will not 
have the record for the year. 
During the first four mouths 
of the year there were 104 new 
corporations organized and char­ 
tered in the South, with an avow 
ed 
purpose of building 8,022 
miles of road. 
If the Southwest 
em states are included, so that 
Missouri, Indian Territory and 
Oklahoma may be embraced in 
the list, the total number of new 
companies will be raised to 120 
and 
the total new mileage to 
11,515. 
Greater Oklahoma appears to 
be mo4 active in this direction. 
Ten new companies have been in­ 
corporated there, the plans of 
which include the constrnction of 
3,278 miles of new road. 
Of this, 
however, 
a 
considerable part 
will be outside the limits of the 
territory. 
Louisiana comes next 
with fourteen new companies and 
a projected new mileage of 2,145, 
much of which, however, will be 
outside 
the state 
boundaries 
Texas has to be credited with 
eight companies and a new mile­ 
age of 1,078. 
In none of the oth­ 
er states or territories will new 
construction exceed 1,000 miles. 
In the entire territory embrac 
ed only two or three companies 
have been formed for the pur­ 
pose of extending existing sys­ 
tems. All the others are for the 
creation of entirely new lines. 
The largest enterprise in the list 
is that in Greater Oklahoma of 
the Canadian Midland railway, 
chartered to build a road from 
Kansas City to El Paso, with a 


total of 1,000 miles. 
Next would 
come the Kansas 
City, Tulsa, 
Texas ct Gulf, to build 975 miles 
of road.—K. C. Journal.

Greater Oklahoma appears to

Ten new companies have been in- 
corporated there, the plans of 
which include the construction of 
3,278 miles of new road. Of this, 
however, a considerable part 
will be outside the limits of the 
territory.

Texas has to be credited with 
eight companies and a new mile- 
age of 1,078. In none of the oth- 
er states or territories will new 
construction exceed 1,000 miles. 


In the entire territory embrac 


ed only two or three companies 
have been formed fot the pur- 
pose of extending existing sys- 
tems. All the others are for the 
creation of entirely new lines. 
The largest enterprise in the list 


< is that in Greater Oklahoma of 
the Canadian Midland railway, 
chartered to build a road from 
>Kao»«e City to El Paso, with a 


total of 1,000 miles. Next would 
come the Kansas 
City, Tulsa, 


Texas & Gulf, to build 975 miles 
of road.—K. 0. Journal.

American factory methods permit turn- 
ing them out in large numbers on th« 
duplicate system. He also competes in 
quality, making Jinrikishas with ball 
bearings, bicycle wheels and cushlor 
tires at $80. 


Different types of 'rikisha are made 


for different countries. The vehicle is 
common in Lagos, Ceylon, and man> 
other localities, each of which has its 
preferences in, the 
way of 
weight 


height, hoods, bells, lamps, colors, and 
cushions. The New Jersey factory alsc 
supplies the "pousse-pousse" usSd in 
Madagascar. It is a variety of Jinrlki 
sha with hood and springs. 


Another is the "Korean cab," which 


is'nothing more than an improvemenl 
on the clumsy Chinese wheelbarrow 
with its single wheel, familiar as a pas 
senger vehicle in all Chinese pities 
The "Korean cab" has a single wheel 
fitted with a pneumatic tire, and seats 
one passenger, the seat being placp( 
high over the wheel. Coolies in front 
and behind balance and propel It, anr 
the vehicle is capable of good speed. 


When the Yankes 'rikisha was Intro 


duced on the west roast of Africa, it 
was so much lighter than the vehicles 
previously ktfcwn that the first ZuH 
who drew one presently stopped, lift 
ed the vehicle and Its'passenger to hi' 
hea'l, and wanted to carry It that way 
being easier. American wheelbarrow.' 
were Introduced about the same time 
and a contractor who supplied their 
to his Fantl laborers, returning in j 
few hours, found them alt being car- 
rled water-Jar fashion.

in 


smaller cities, and even not in many 
cities that are larger than Hanover.

companies 
will be raised to 120 


and the total new mileage to 
11,515. 


Greater Oklahoma appears to 


'be most active in this direction. 
Ten new companies have been in- 
corporated there, the plans of 
which include the construction of 
3,"278 miles of new road. Of thin, 
however, a considerable part 
will be outside the limits of the 
territory. Louisiana comes next 
with fourteen new companies and 
a projected new mileage of 2,145, 
tauch of which, however, will be 
outside 
the state 
boundaries. 


Texas has to be credited with 
eight companies and a new mile- 
age of 1,078. In none of the oth- 
er states or territories will new 
construction exceed 1,000 miles. 


In the entire territory embrac 


ed only two or three companies 
have been formed fot the pur- 
pose of extending existing sys- 
tems. All the others are for the 
creation of entirely new lines. 
The largest enterprise in the list 
'is that in Greater Oklahoma of 
the Canadian Midland railway, 
chartered to buildi» road from 
'K»n*a« Ci*y to El P»so, with a 


total of 1,000 miles. Next would 
come the Kansas 
City, Tulsa, 


Texas & Gulf, to build 975 miles 
of road.—K. C. Journal.
